The deaths of three disabled New 
Malden children smothered by 
their mother “could not have 
been predicted nor prevented”, a 
serious case review has found. 

But a decision to replace a 
friendly and experienced social 
worker was an “important trig¬ 
ger” the independent report, pub¬ 
lished on Monday, acknowledged. 

Mum Tania Clarence, 44, 
smothered Olivia, four, and twin 
boys Ben and Max, three, at their 
Thetford Road home in April 2014 
after becoming “overwhelmed” 
with caring for them. 

Father Gary Clarence, who was 
on holiday with the couple’s el¬ 
dest child in South Africa at the 
time of the deaths, said he dis¬ 
agreed with the report’s conclu¬ 
sions in a statement. 

Mr Clarence added that his 
wife’s desperation to provide 
good care for her children, cou¬ 
pled with having to deal with 
“more than 80” health profession¬ 
als led to “feelings of desperation 
and helplessness”. 

He said: “Tania’s depression 
was certainly not helped by some 
aspects of the medical profession 
who could not agree with our 
stance to provide quality of life 
for our children over [invasive 
treatments]. 

“Today’s report highlights only 
some of the complexities we have 
faced over the years.” 

The children all suffered from 
type 2 spinal muscular atrophy, a 
rare genetic muscle weakening 
condition, affecting their body 
movements, breathing and 
swallowing. 

The report by Kingston’s local 
safeguarding children board 
noted that care professionals 
from Merton, Wandsworth and 
Kingston offered “wide-ranging” 
support to the Clarence family. 

It also acknowledged that the 
abrupt departure of a social 
worker the family had developed 
a working relationship with was 
not “managed well”. 

It states: “The family were un¬ 
able to say goodbye to the first 


social worker with whom they 
had managed to develop the 
beginnings of a trusting 
relationship. 

“And they say that there was no 
constructive handover that had 
implications for the new social 
worker, who had less understand¬ 
ing of the complexities of the 
family. 

“The decision to allocate a case 
of such complexity to a newly 
qualified social worker is 
problematic.” 

The report criticised both par¬ 
ents for “their lack of co-opera¬ 
tion” with some professionals. 

It added that cultural differ¬ 
ences meant the couple were 
more used to their native South 
African health care system where 
it was easier to “pick and choose” 
treatment. 

Care workers found Mrs 
Clarence “difficult”, adding that 
she was told to seek help for per¬ 
ceived depression from her GP, 
but refused. 

The report states: “This is a 
case of children with complex 
health needs, parents who pro¬ 
vided good and at times outstand¬ 
ing care, but where specific 
concerns of medical neglect, 
meant there was suspicion one or 
more of the children might be, or 
might become at risk of signifi¬ 
cant harm.” 

However, it also notes Kingston 
social workers found the chil¬ 
dren, referred to in the report as 
P (Olivia), Q and R (Ben and Max) 
and N (the couple’s oldest child 
who does not have the same con¬ 
dition) to be “happy, intelligent 
and lively”. 

The report also suggested there 
had been “consideration that the 
family’s social status led to a dif¬ 
ferent safeguarding response”. 

However, the report noted no 
evidence could be found social 
workers were slower to act be¬ 
cause Mr Clarence was an invest¬ 
ment banker and the family were 
affluent. 

Deborah Lightfoot, the indepen¬ 
dent chair of the board, said the 
deaths were “nothing short of a 
tragedy”. 

She added: “While the review 
states all of the deaths were not 
predicable nor preventable, it has 
found there are learning points 
involved.”

Driven to push for bypass

Plans to build a bypass to 
bring traffic on and off the 
A3 near Chessington World of 
Adventures are being revisit¬ 
ed by Kingston Council 25 
years after the idea was origi¬ 
nally floated. 

It is hoped that building a 
motorway connecting the 
A243 and A3 south of Malden 
Rushett, cutting past 
Oxshott, will help ease con¬ 
gestion in Chessington and 
Hook, which is expected to 
worsen if the high-speed 
Crossrail 2 arrives in the 
borough. 

But it will have to plough 
through greenbelt land. 

Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis has been meet¬ 
ing with Government minis¬ 
ters to discuss revisiting the 
scheme, but he says housing 
developments in neighbour¬ 
ing Epsom have made the 
task more difficult. 

He said: “It’s very early 
days. We have looked at some 
options. It’s not a completely 
new idea, but I don’t think 
we’ll be replicating the plan 
from the 1990s. 

“Part of the reason why we 
are having the discussion 
about the Malden bypass is 
because other boroughs are 
building homes around there. 
They’re putting pressure on 
Malden Rushett.” 

The building of a £25m by¬ 
pass was first proposed by 
the Government in 1990, but 
was met with indignation as

1,000 letters of complaint 
were sent to the Transport 
Secretary by angry Chessing¬ 
ton residents. 

Jim Taylor, of the Chessing¬ 
ton District Residents’ Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “A new factor in 
the equation is the 500 homes 
on the Epsom cluster site. 

“Another problem is trying 
to fund a road that is expect¬ 
ed to go through the green- 
belt, but anything that eases 
traffic on the A243 is welcome 
to us.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry said: “Traffic on 
the A243 in Chessington and 
Hook is terrible.

Zac: ‘More 
from less’ 

London mayoral candidate 
Zac Goldsmith has said he 
would not be willing to raise 
the Mayor’s share of council 
tax to pay for more police offi¬ 
cers on the streets. 

The Conservative Richmond 
Park and North Kingston MP 
was speaking about policing 
in London amid fears police 
community support officers 
(PCSOs) could be scrapped. 

Mr Goldsmith told BBC Lon¬ 
don: “We are going to have to 
try and find ways of getting 
more from less.” 

At the moment, council tax 
paid by residents is split up, 
with some money given to the 
local authority and the rest di¬ 
vided between the Mayor’s of¬ 
fice and other services such as 
the police and fire. 

He was being asked about a 
possible increase in allocation 
to the police. 

But, speaking on Friday, 
November 13, he ruled out 
raising the Mayor’s share of 
council tax to give to 
Metropolitan Police Commis¬ 
sioner Sir Bernard Hogan- 
Howe. 

He said, simply: “I would not 
put it up.” 

Mr Goldsmith said the capi¬ 
tal had to “beg for money from 
central Government”, claim¬ 
ing London only kept 7 per 
cent of the money it raised in 
taxes. 

Asked if a “further £800m 
cut” to police would damage 
the ability of the Metropolitan 
Police to do its job, he replied: 
“I am really worried about the 
figures that are being bandied 
about.”

But with Kingston’s bad record 
with building new homes in the bor¬ 
ough, it is feared the council deci¬ 
sion could be overturned by London 
Mayor Boris Johnson. 

Kingston Residents’ Alliance 
member Tessa Kind said: “I’m cer¬ 
tainly hoping that he won’t bother 
with it, but we can’t be too compla¬ 
cent about it.” 

The site is believed to be 
viewed as of “potential 
strategic importance” to 
Mr Johnson’s London Plan.

council’s 50 per cent target for new 
developments. 

Building 200,000 affordable homes 
across the country featured in the 
Conservative Party manifesto 
pledge this year. 

Mr Johnson has also pledged to in¬ 
vest £1.8bn to the building of 45,000 
of those in London. 

A spokesman from the Mayor’s of¬ 
fice could not confirm whether or 
not the old post office application 
would be considered as holding 
strategic importance, but did say 
applications with “the provision of 
more than 150 houses, or flats” must 
be considered as part of the London 
Plan’s pledge to tackle the housing 
crisis. 

Kingston Residents’ Alliance said 
in an official statement: “We got the 
vote we have been seeking for over a 
year, but the reasons attached to 
the councillors’ refusal were so 


worryingly restrictive it is very 
hard to celebrate properly. 

“This is far from over.” 

Grove Councillor Jon Tolley said: 
“If all the councillors unanimously 
say that it is wrong, the two local 
MPs say that it is wrong and all the 
residents say it is wrong then that 
has to be a strong message. 

“But the reasons it was refused 
were partly weak, the density and 
scale of the plans have not been 
refused.” 

The Kingston Guardian has con¬ 
tacted St George to find out about 
possible plans to lodge an appeal 
with the planning inspectorate. 

But a spokesman said: “We are 
considering our options.” 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis said: “I’ve no idea if the 
Mayor’s office will or will not call it 
in. They don’t call in too many I 
don’t think.”

Kingston is supposedly the capi¬ 
tal’s third cheapest borough to 
live in - outdoing the likes of 
neighbouring boroughs Sutton 
and Richmond. 

Based on household bills for 
average prices for energy, home 
insurance and car insurance 
bills, Kingston came out a 
bargain borough to live in 
according to calculations by 
price comparison website 
Comparethemarket. 

Its research found the cost of 
living in Kingston was at an av¬ 
erage of £2,019 per year in 
household bills. 

Kingston Council leader Kevin 
Davis said: “Maybe it’s because 
the houses are so expensive we 
can’t afford the bills. 

“I would have to look at the 
figures but the reality is that we 
have also got the highest coun¬ 
cil tax in London.”

Kingston Guardian readers 
took to Facebook protesting 
against being dubbed a budget 
borough. 

Jessica Price said: “With 
two-bed flats going for over 
£500,000 I wouldn’t call that 
cheap.” 


John Woolner said: “What 
a joke.” 

Kingston’s cost of living aver¬ 
aged as cheaper than neigh¬ 
bouring boroughs Sutton and 
Richmond, which sat just be¬ 
hind at £2,042 and £2,050 per 
year respectively. 

Merton residents were at the 
bottom of the pile with 
expenditure on household bills 
at just £1,957. 

Earlier this year Coun Davis 
prompted an angry response 
from Sutton residents when he 
asked: “Why would anyone 
want to live in Sutton?” 

The comment led to a war of 
words between the boroughs. 

Sister paper the Sutton 
Guardian printed a story about 
why its home trumped 
Kingston. It cited lower council 
tax, fewer plans for skyscraper- 
style tower blocks and a more 
efficient one-way system among 
its better qualities. 

It even went as far as having, 
in Sutton United, the better 
football team. 


Row over rumours of greenbelt homes 


Kingston’s Liberal Democrats 
have claimed rumours of a 
housing development planned 
on Chessington’s greenbelt 
proves they were not “scare- 
mongering” when they started a 
petition against 70,000 homes 
being built in the area last year. 

The party made the claims 
this week after the Kingston 
Guardian reported councillors 
had had meetings with develop¬ 
ers eyeing up Chessington Golf 
Centre, in Garrison Lane, for 
700 new homes - significantly 
less than the 70,000 touted by 
the party in 2014. 

But Kingston leader of the 
Liberal Democrats Councillor 
Liz Green has stood by the 
claims. 

She says this proves the Con¬ 
servatives do have plans for 


massive developments on the 
outskirts of the borough. 

Coun Green: “We said 70,000 
homes because this was the 
only number we could find in 
the London First report about 
the funding of Crossrail 2. I do 
not know where the 700 homes 
number comes from, but it is 
the thin end of the wedge. 

“It is a little bit of an T told 
you so’. We are not necessarily 
starting [the petition] up again, 
but this is what we were saying 
[last year].”

Davey started a Face- 
. book group in 
]L March 2014 called: 

“Say no to 70,000 
homes in Chess- 
* * ington” and a pe- 


the Kingston Liberal Democrat 
website was put up shortly 
after. 

Council leader Kevin Davis 
told ward councillors two weeks 
ago that a developer “was inter¬ 
ested” in building on the golf 
course, but has rubbished the 
Liberal Democrat claims that 
this proves the points the party 
were making last year about 
plans to build on Chessington’s 
greenbelt. 

He said: “They don’t even re¬ 
alise there aren’t even 70,000 
homes in the whole of Kingston. 

“The scaremongering is unbe¬ 
lievable. I don’t know what they 
think they are playing at. It’s 
terrible really. 

“In principle, I do not support 
building on the green belt, but 
there is not even a proposal at 
the moment.” 

Chessington Golf Centre will 
close on Sunday, November 29.

The grieving father of a 14- 
year-old schoolgirl that died 
after being hit by a lorry has 
said he never knew so many 
people cared about his young 
daughter. 

Lavna Chuttoo was walking 
with friends to Coombe Girls’ 
School in New Malden last 
Tuesday morning when she 
was hit while crossing Lime 
Grove at the junction with 
Coombe Road. 


A memorial to Lavna has 
been set up in her mother’s 
home in Surbiton. 

Dad Chetananand Chuttoo, 
40, from Acton, said: “Every 
morning I usually drive her 
to get the train, but this 
morning she said ‘no, me and 
my friends are going to walk 
there together’. She hugged 
me, said ‘you’re my fantastic 
dad’, kissed me and then left. 

“She was so full of life, 
loved by everybody and al¬ 
ways trying to help others, 
the last person who saw her 
said the last thing she was 
doing was giggling and 


laughing as she was crossing. 

“I’m so delighted that my 
daughter was so loved by so 
many people, I never knew 
that so many people cared 
about her. I’m so proud of ev¬ 
erything she’s done.” 

A floral tribute has been set 
up in Lime Grove, and so 
many flowers were left for 
the year 10 student that many 
had to be moved to her 
school, where a memorial 
garden has been set up. 

Lavna was three years old 
when she moved from Mauri¬ 
tius with her mum and dad. 

She joined Burlington 


Infants and Nursery School 
in New Malden before mov¬ 
ing to St Andrew’s and St 
Mark’s Junior School in Sur¬ 
biton, where she nurtured 
her talents as a violinist and 
passion for drawing. She was 
also a grade A student who 
excelled in her studies, her 
father said. 

Mum Amushe Chuttoo, 35, 
said: “I’m devastated with the 
news. She will always be in 
my heart. She is my little 
princess. I can’t believe I’ve 
lost her. 

“Everyone’s been very 
helpful, so supportive and so 
kind, but no matter how 
much support I get, my 
daughter will not come back. 

“She was such a bubbly girl 
and was so very friendly. She 
was such a bright kid.” 

After leaving school Lavna 
planned to become a doctor, 
and was due to join the army 
cadets next year. 

The driver of the lorry in¬ 
volved in the crash stopped at 
the scene. He was not 
arrested.

Kingston’s Guildhall was lit 
up with colours of the French 
flag last Monday night. 

The council also released a 
statement offering its condo¬ 
lences following the terrorist 
attacks in Paris on Friday, 
November 13. 

The French capital was at¬ 
tacked by Islamic State ter¬ 
rorists, who killed 129 people 
and injured more than 300 
others in separate premedi¬ 
tated attacks that targeted the 
Bataclan concert hall, the 
Stade de France and bars and 
cafes in Paris. 

The joint statement put 
out by council leader Kevin 
Davis and chief executive 
Bruce McDonald said: “Along 
with the police, we are sure 
you will all join us in our re¬ 
solve to ensure that these 
horrible events do not in any 
way serve to divide our 
community. 

“We do unfortunately know 


from experience, that in the 
aftermath of events like those 
in Paris, a tiny minority in 
our communities can some¬ 
times react in ways that can 
never be justified. 

“We would therefore ask 
that any form of hate crime, 
verbal or otherwise, is 
immediately reported to the 
police.” 

The statement also praised 
the borough’s “diverse 
and peaceful community”, 
adding “events like this per¬ 
petrated by people who know 
only hate must not be allowed 
to threaten this in any way”. 

The Metropolitan Police has 
said a more visible police 
presence would be in place 
across the capital following 
the attacks.

Identifying school 
site not a new idea 


You quoted three weeks ago (We 
keep raising it and getting 
nowhere, November 6) the Liber¬ 
al Democrat leader saying that 
they have identified a site for a 
much-needed primary school in 
central Surbiton. 

You added that former MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey has also written to 
the council to suggest the site. 

Their alleged initiatives are 
disingenuous in the extreme. 

I recommended this site to the 
then Lib Dem administration in 
2007, long before there was any 
planning application for the re¬ 
design of Surbiton Hospital and 
the building of Lime Green’s two 
form entry primary school. But 
the Lib Dems rejected the 
recommendation. 

It was clear at the time that they 
had only one solution to Sur¬ 
biton’s need for a primary school 
and that was building on Sur¬ 
biton Hospital’s ground, even

Build a three or four-form entry 
infants school on the “identified 
land” off Browns Road. The 
pupils could then have used Fish¬ 
ponds for outdoor activities. 3) 
Build a three or four-form entry 
junior school within the King 
Charles complex, itself a former 


temporarily inconvenienced by a 
strike, but for the striker, it will be 
a question of trying to prevent 
permanent loss, usually of their 
standard of living. 

If the Government really want¬ 
ed to prevent strikes, it would 
bring forward legislation to com¬ 
prehensively revise the climate 
and structure of workplace rela¬ 
tions, so that employers have to 
negotiate seriously.

2. Tampon tax is ludicrous, and if the 
only reason it is charged is because 
the EU says we should, then that’s 
just one more reason why we should 
leave the EU and go back to making 
our own laws and regulations for our 
own country. 

3. The woman let down by the justice 
system should have another 


opportunity to have her case put 
before the courts by a legal 
representative who has had time to 
act like a professional, and know 
what he or she is talking about. Why 
did that person not tell the court he 
or she wasn’t familiar with the notes, 
and ask for another adjournment? 

4. Should safe winter walking really 
be up to the Government? It’s 
obvious why there are more 
accidents in November than August, 
because the clocks have just gone 
back and it’s darker, so what can the 
Government do about that? If you are 
walking you need to ensure you’re 
seen, so wear light coloured 
clothing, carry a torch, and be more 
aware than usual of moving traffic, 


especially when crossing roads in 
the wet. 

5. Finally, if I hear anyone else say 
the National Health Service is free, 

I’ll probably collapse with a sudden 
surge in blood pressure. It’s free at 
the point of use only, but that’s 
because the majority of UK working 
citizens have paid for it out of 
taxable income all the time they’ve 
been working, whether they’ve had 
need of it or not.

E ighties pop phenomenon 
Rick Astley has sold about 
40m records worldwide and 
today is as in demand live as he's 
ever been. But when he plays 
Kingston's Rose Theatre on De¬ 
cember 18, the audience will be 
getting something delightfully 
different, writes Jim Palmer. 

Three-piece band Rick Astley 
and the Luddites play infrequent 
charity gigs and started out a few 
years ago when Astley jumped on 
the drums at his producer friend 
Graham's studio. 

Astley says: "I was at his studios 
and I jumped on the drumkit and 
he said 'Oh, I didn't know you 
could play drums'. One thing led 
to another and we said let's form 
a mid-life crisis rock band. So we 
did." 

With another friend, Simon, 
making up the trio they started 
jamming and have played around 
a dozen gigs, mostly close to 
home at Molesey Cricket Club and 
the Rose, and all for charity. 

Astley says: "Making records all 
the time there is a lot of pleasure 
but there is also a lot of pressure 
and it is just nice to turn it up to 
11 and knock the s*** out of 
something. And that's what we 
do." 

The Luddites' repertoire in¬ 
cludes the kind of 1970s punk 
they listened to as kids - the 
Clash, the Sex Pistols, the Under¬ 
tones - and more recent stuff 
they have heard and liked on the 
radio such as Blink 182, Foo Fight¬ 
ers and the Killers. 

Astley says: "We're called the 
Luddites because it's just 


three-piece rock so if we can't 
play it with just the three of us 
and make a reasonable noise out 
of it then we just don't do it." 

He adds: "The one thing we do 
struggle with is we learn the tune 
but the two guys are too lazy to 
actually learn it in a different key 
so I have to try and sing all of the 
songs in the original key, which 
with certain tracks is virtually 
impossible." 

Not taking themselves too seri¬ 
ously, they inject fun into the 
shows with costumes and covers 
such as Katy Perry's I Kissed a Girl 
but with the lyrics switched to I 
Kissed a Boy and the reference to 
"cherry chapstick" altered to 
"salty fish and chips". 

Astley says: "It's a midlife crisis 
but it raises some money and 
that's what we care about - and I 
get to swear at an audience. 

"We play to everybody who 
comes. We don't mind how old 
they are or where they're from or 
anything." 

For Astley - who saw his popu¬ 
larity soar again in the middle of 
the last decade, partly due to the 
craze of Rick-rolling - it is a wel¬ 
come change of pace. 


He says: "I do more gigs now 
that I ever have done in my life. 
It's crazy. I play in places now that 
I never even played in when I was 
having my hits. 

"I'm grateful for it and I love it. I 
really enjoy it because I retired for 
a good 15 years or so. I have been 
really, really lucky in that respect. 

"Yet having said all that, it is 
quite nice to just get in a room 
and have no idea what we're 
going to do and just thrash 
through stuff." 

Luckily the Luddites give Astley 
that opportunity, which will no 
doubt please lots of fans, who can 
catch his classic hits at his regular 
tour dates. 

"At the end of the day, when I do 
my own gigs I want my audience 
to have their memories just as I 
have mine. I do like to play new 
stuff and I am making a new 
record right now but people want 
to hear Never Gonna Give You Up 
and some of the others."

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TOM AMBROSE went to see 
Joshua Harmon's controver¬ 
sial Bad Jews at Richmond 
Theatre before it comes to 
Kingston next year. 

That a play such as Joshua 
Harmon's Bad Jews can cause 
controversy seems absurd be¬ 
cause, edgy as it may be, this is 
a groundbreaking, thought- 
provoking piece of theatre. 

Centred on four characters 
with differing views, Bad Jews 
explores what Judaism means 
to the youth within a modern 
American family. 

The play takes off with the 
hilarious, yet poignant, mono¬ 
logues from Liam (Daniel 
Boyd) and Daphna (Ailsa Joy). 
The fact both are stinging 
rants about one another 
makes for captivating viewing. 

Liam is a self-proclaimed 
"bad Jew" and the meeting of 
minds between his ditzy-but- 
decent, girlfriend Melody (An¬ 
tonia Kinlay) and his cousin 
Daphna proves explosive.

2. The effect of the Order is summarised in paragraph 3. 

2. The purpose of the Order is to enable cyclic maintenance repair 
works to take place on Hook Rise South. 

3. The effect of the Order will be to prohibit any vehicle from entering 
or proceeding on Hook Rise South between Oakcroft Road and 
Ashcroft Road (local access will be maintained). 

This Order will be effective between 14th December 2015 and 
22nd December 2015 every Monday to Tuesday 8.30pm to 
05.00am, or when the works have been completed whichever is 
the sooner. The prohibitions will apply only during such times and 
to such extent as shall from time to time be indicated by 
traffic signs.
